RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Liberal  supplies  of  slaughter  steers, 
heifers,  hogs  and  lambs  influenced  lower 
prices  on  these  classes  throughout  the  mid- 
west.    Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  sold  un- 
evenly steady  to  75 £  lower  for  the  week  with 
the  greatest  downturns  on  Standard  and  Good 
steers  weighing  above  1100#.     Prices  on  bar- 
rows and  gilts  advanced  Monday  but  declined 
later  to  leave  closing  sales  steady  to  250 
lower  for  the  week.     Slaughter  lambs  sold 
steady  to  500  lower. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Receipts 
at  the  12  markets  were  6  percent  above  the 
previous  week  and  9  percent  above  the  corre- 
sponding week  a  year  earlier.     The  number  of 
slaughter  steers  sold  out  of  first  hands  at 
the  7  markets  at  89,924,   compares  to  81,590 
the  previous  week  and  87,854  a  year  ago,   and 
was  the  largest  volume  since  early  June  this 
year.     The  average  weight  of  steers  at  these 
markets  at  1136#  was  little  changed  from  the 
1139#  the  week  previous  but  was  30#  below 
the  1166#  for  the  same  week  in  1958.     The 
liberal  marketings  of  fed  steers  and  heifers 
along  with  lower  dressed  beef  prices  contri- 
buted to  lower  price  trends  throughout  the 
midwest.     At  Chicago  most  fed  steers  sold  25- 
75 £  lower,  however,  the  small  volume  of 
Choice  and  Prime  under  1000#  were  steady.     At 
other  midwest  terminals,   trends  on  slaughter 
steers  were  steady  to  750  lower,  extremes 
$1.00  lower.     The  largest  declines  were  re- 
corded on  Standard  and  Good  steers  weighing 
above  1100#.     Heifers  at  Chicago  were  steady 
to  750  lower,   and  steady  to  250  lower  at  most 
other  markets  except  So.  St.  Joseph  where 
average  Choice  to  Prime  heifers  were  steady 
to  500  lower  and  others  500-41.00  off.     Cows 
sold  steady  to  500  lower  at  most  points,  but 
steady  to  250  higher  at  Kansas  City.     Bulls 
sold  mostly  steady,   instances  $1.00  higher; 
vealers  steady  to  strong. 

At  Chicago,   around  12  loads  Prime  1180- 
1340#  slaughter  steers  brought  $28.00;  high- 
Choice  and  mixed  high-Choice  and  Prime  $25.50- 
27.75  including  load  lots  of  Prime  1300-150O# 
at  $26.00-27.50;  Good  to  average-Choice  bulked 
at  $23.00-25.75.     At  other  midwest  terminals, 
Choice  slaughter  steers  bulked  from  $24.00- 
25.50  with  high-Choice  and  mixed  high-Choice 
and  Prime  $25.75-27.00;  Good  and  low-Choice 
mainly  $22.00-24.50.     At  Chicago,  high-Choice 
and  Prime  heifers  sold  at  $25.00-25.50;  Good 
and  Choice  $22.00-24.75.     Elsewhere,  Good  and 
Choice  heifers  sold  from  $20.00-25.00;  high- 
Choice  and  Prime  to  $25.50.     Utility  and  Com- 
mercial cows  realized  $13.50-15.50;  Canners 
and  Cutters  mostly  $11.00-14.00.     At  So.  St.

STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
The  movement  of  stockers  and  feeders  was  fair- 
ly large  for  the  season,   and  some  points  along 
the  upper  Missouri  River  received  well  above 
normal  supplies  of  stock  calves.     Trading  was 
generally  fairly  active  and  prices  steady  to 
500  higher  for  the  week.     Demand  for  stock  cows 
was  quite  broad  but  receipts  were  rather  lim- 
ited. 

Good  and  Choice  feeder  steers  sold  largely 
in  a  range  of  $20.00-25.25,  with  a  liberal 
share  of  those  under  800#  $22.00-25.25,   few 
750-850#  at  Chicago  to  $26.50  and  a  load  Choice 
822#  $26.00  at  Omaha.     Medium  and  Good  feeder 
steers  brought  $17.50-22.00.     Loadlots  Choice 
fleshy  1030-1164#  steers  at  Kansas  City  $21.00- 
22.00.     A  few  Common  and  Medium  feeders  ranged 
from  $16.00-18.00.     At  Omaha,   Sioux  City  and 
So.  St.  Paul,  loadlots  Choice  525-575#  stock 
steers  cleared  at  $28.25-30.50,  but  bulk  Good 
and  Choice  750#  down  realized  $23.00-27.00; 
Medium  and  Good  $18.50-24.00.     Supplies  of 
stocker  and  feeder  heifers  were  limited  at 
most  points  with  the  small  showing  Good  and 
Choice  at  $21.00-24.25,  few  to  $25.25  and  small 
lots  Medium  and  Good  unevenly  $17.00-22.00. 
Good  and  Choice  stock  steer  calve3  sold  from 
$26.00-32.00  at  Omaha,  Sioux  City,   So.  St.  Paul 
and  Denver  with  some  Choice  $32.00-33.25  at 
Sioux  City  and  $34.00-35.00  at  Omaha.     Else- 
where,  including  Southwestern  terminals.  Good 
and  Choice  stock  steer  calves  realized  $23.00- 
28.00.     Good  and  Choice  heifer  calves  brought 
$21.00-29.00,   short  load  Choice  $30.00  at 
Omaha.     Medium  and  Good  stock  cows  mostly 
$13.00-16.50. 

HOGS  -  Combined  receipts  at  the  12  ter- 
minals and  Interior  Iowa-So.  Minnesota  area 
for  the  week  were  little  changed  from  the  lib- 
eral volume  of  the  previous  week  but  were  25 
percent  greater  than  the  corresponding  week 
a  year  ago.     A  general  price  advance  on  Monday 
was  erased  on  later  sessions  under  the  influence 
of  continued  liberal  marketings.     Closing  sales, 
compared  with  Friday  the  previous  week,  were 
steady  to  fully  250  lower  with  most  decline  on 
weights  23C#  and  heavier  which  sold  500  lower 
at  some  points,  while  on  the  other  extreme  a 
small  volume  mostly  U.   S.  No.  1  and  2  butchers 
under  230#  were  steady  to  250  higher  at  a  few 
markets.     Butchers  over  230#  found  rather  poor 
demand,  while  at  the  same  time  the  smaller 
numbers  of  190-220#  butchers  moved  rather  free- 
ly to  a  fairly  good  demand.     Sows  sold  25-500 
lower.     Sows  comprised  from  7-14  percent  of  the 
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supplies  at  various  terminals  and  accounted 
for  around  8,5  percent  of  the  Interior  re- 
ceipts . 

Closing  sales  of  mixed  U.   S.  No.  1-3 
barrows  and  gilts  190-240#,  at  midwest  mar- 
kets ranged  from  $11.50-12.50  with  the  bulk 
at  $11.75-12.25,  while  limited  No.  1  and  2 
selected  lots  sold  at  $12.35-13.00  and  a  few 
reached  $13.50  at  Indianapolis.

ever few  sales  were  made  above  $12.25;  No.  1-

No.  1  over  No.  3,  live  basis  200-220#  barrows 
and  gilts  was  900  per  cwt.  based  on  wholesale 
carlot  prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chicago 
December  3  to  December  9,   1959  inclusive.

Prices 
on  slaughter  lambs  were  steady  to  500  lower 
with  some  sales  75 0  off  at  Omaha,     Slaughter 
yearlings  were  steady  to  500  lower  at  Ft. 
Worth;   slaughter  ewes  mostly  steady,   in- 
stances 500  lower.

NEW  YORK  -  Non-locally  dressed:     Normal 
supplies  of  railstocks  and  pork  were  on  offer, 
however,  Good  to  Prime  lamb  carcasses  45#  down, 
along  with  Prime  steer  beef  were  shown  in  small 
numbers.     Trading  for  fresh  meats  was     slow  at 
independent  retail  levels,  however,  bulk     sold 
promptly  to  chain  outlets  and  hotel  and  restau- 
rant buyers,  with  clearances  for  the  week  gener- 
ally complete. 

Compared  with  Friday,   the  previous  week: 
Steer  beef  carcass  prices  500  lowerj   cow  beef 
steady;  veal  and  calf  $1.00  higher;   lamb  closed 
fully  steady;  pork  loins  500-1.00  up;   Boston 
butts  $2.00  higher;   skinned  hams  strong  to  $1.00 
up;   spareribs  steady. 

Locally  dressed:     Demand  was  fair  for  small 
lots  of  Choice  and  Prime  kosher  lamb  foresaddles, 
but  poor  for  other  lamb.     Trading  was  fairly  ac- 
tive on  kosher  dressed  veal,   calf  and  bulk  steer 
beef.     Outlet  was  fair  for  steer  beef  hind- 
quarters,  ribs,  veal  and  bulk  pork  cuts,  but 
poor  for  steer  arm  chucks  and  particularly  calf 
hindsaddles.     Quotations  on  Choice  and  Prime 
steer  hindquarters  were  unchanged;   ribs     sold 
steady  to  strong;  arm  chucks  $1.00-2.00  lower.

Price  trends  on  pork  were  quite  ir- 
regular, fresh  loins  $1.00  higher  at  Portland, 
under  16//  loins  firm  to  $2.00  higher  at  Los- 
Angeles,   all  loins  $1.00-2.00  lower  at     San 
Francisco;  fresh  skinned  hams  generally  firm 
to  $2.00  higher;   smoked  skinned  hams  steady  to 
$1.00  higher  on  16#  and  down,  but  steady  to 
$1.00  lower  on  heavier  weights. 


CARL0T  MFAT  REPORT  -  Trading  was  moder- 
ately active  on  carlots  of  steer  and  heifer 
beef  and  lamb.

Bulk  lamb  sold  steady  except  500  lower     at 
Philadelphia  and  some  sales  500  lower    at 
Omaha.     However,   the  small  supply  of  Choice 
lamb  under  50#  at  Denver  closed     strong  to 
$1.00  higher  and  some  Choice  35-45//  sold 
500  higher  at  New  York.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Sales  of  spot  greedy  domestic  worsted 
wools  in  the  Boston  market  amounted  to  ap- 
proximately 5  cars  as  prices  advanced  1-2* 
a  clean  pound.  There  was  good  demand  for 
medium  fleeces  but  poor  outlet  for  fine 
wool.   Supply  of  all  classes  except  fine 
wool  was  limited.  Some  handlers  of  pulled 
wools  reported  a  substantial  volume  sold 
around  1-2*  higher,  while  movement  of 
scoured  shorn  wools  was  slow.  Prices  of 
noils  were  uneven  but  trading  was  limited. 
Activity  in  the  territory  and  fleece  wool 
States  was  slow  while  a  few  sales  of  12 
months  wool  were  made  in  Texas. 

Cabled  reports  from  Australia  showed 
prices  higher  with  Japan  and  the  Continent 
dominating,  with  some  support  from  the 
United  States.  New  Zealand  and  South 
Africa  quotations  were  up  2^  percent  with 
keen  general  competition  as  the  Continent 
and  Bradford  dominated.  The  Buenos  Aires 
market  prices  advanced  sharply  with  Conti- 
nental interests  buying.  Quotations  from 
Montevideo  were  higher. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  fine  staple 
Ohio  delaine  sold  at  $1.30  clean  basis, 
while  graded  50/54e  staple  fleeces  brought 
$1.10. 

Territory  Wools  -  Graded  56 /58s  staple 
and  good  French  combing  wool  sold  at  $1.18, 
while  bulk  fine  good  French  combing  and 
staple  territory  wool  in  original  bags 
sold  at  $1.25,  clean  basis. 

Texas  Wools  -  Original  bag  bulk  fine, 
average  to  good  French  combing  12  months 
wool  sold  from  $1.25-1.27,  clean  basis 
delivered  Boston. 

Mohair  -  The  mohair  market  in  Texas 
was  very  active  as  approximately  3,000,000 
pounds  were  sold  at  $1.01^  for  adult  and 
from  $1. 26^-1. 3l£  for  kid  hair  to  the 
warehouse . 

Foreign  Wools  -  Quotations  from  all 
the  Dominion  markets  advanced  to  the  high- 
est point  of  the  selling  season  as  follows; 
Combing  wools  converted  to  clean  U.S.  oil- 
combed  yields,  short  wools  to  scouring 
yields,  in  bond.
